As thé ordinance reads, the 
court said it would subject a per- 
gon to punishment for clroulating 
harmless literature. 

“There can be no doubt,” said 
the opinion, written by Justice 
BE. J. Hart “that the section in 
question is violative of Section 9, 
of Article I, of the. State Constitu- 
tion, guasantecing to every citi- 
gen the right freely to speak, write 
and publish his sentiments on all 
subjects. Furthermore, it clearly 
involves an invidious discrimina- 
tion as against a particulaf organ- 
ization or society of people.”

The decrease in petroleum ygro- 
duction is of some concern to the 
General Petroleum Corporation in 
view of ite vacant storage capacity, 
Mr. Durkee asserts. The corpora- 
tion's new 1.000,000-barrel reser- 
voir at Santa Fe Eprings was com- 
pleted only a week ago. and the 
company wants to fill it at once. 

“If possible we will fill the reser- 
voir with our own production, and 
the oi] we buy from our regulor 
sources,” says Mr. Durkee, “If this 
proves insufficient we may reduce 
the output of our refinery, thus 
allowing surplus crude petroleum 
to accumulate in the reservoir. 

“This will enable us to extract 
a higher percentage of the lighter

Self-Cocking Pistols One of 
Early Creations 


Death Ends Veriad Life of 
Soldier of Fortune - 
‘Charies Nelson Barle, 90 years 
of age, and for forty-six years a 
resident of Los Angeles, died yes- 
terday at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. F. W. Stedd 3201 
North Broadway.

ganizations. He was first secre- 
tary of Bast Gate Lodge, F. and A.

Except for reports of a eral 
character, the service of ma- 
rine exchange, up to this time, has 
been largely confined to the har- 
bor district, exclusively, where 
both a branch office and a look- 
out station are maintained. Ac- 
cording to C. A. James, ma 
of the exchange, séditiona! a- 
cilities that have been developed 
and the addition of experienced 
personnel will now permit extend- 
ing the service so that prompt re- 
ports can now be handled through- 
out the day from the headquarters 


of Commerce on all ship move- 
mépts as they occur at this port.

SMUGGLING NOT EXTENSIVE
